G.S.R, 1057.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and In super* 
session of the Central Police Training College (Non-Gazetted 
Staff) Recruitment Rules, 1959 in their application to the

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These rules may 

be called the Sardar Vallabhabhai Patel National 
Police Acadcmv (Mali) Reciuitment Rules, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on* the dale of their 
publication in the Ofliciaf Gazette, 

2. Number of potp, classification and scale of pay.—The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scale of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifica¬ 
tions etc.—The method of recruitment to the said post, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters refating thereto shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 


(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with

5. Power to relax.—AVhcre ihe Central Government is of 
opinion that it i ff necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of th© provisions of these rules with espect to any crass 
or category of persons. 

6. Savings.—Nothing in thes e rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Schedule Caste, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex- 
Servicemen and other special categories of persons in ac¬ 
cordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.
